TESTIMONY FOR DEFENSE HEARD 
IN IMPEACHMENT CASE. 


Legal Light of Santa Cruz Disposes 
of Charges Against Him, for Benefit 
of Assembiymen Present to Sift Ai- 
legations of Injudicial Actions and 
Advice. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SANTA CRUZ, Feb. 18—Testimony 
for the defense was tolJay heard by the 
legisiative committee which is hearing 
the impeachment charges against Judge 
Smith. 

Testifying in his own behalf, Judge 
Smith sald that he had formerly been 
a district attorney in Texas and United 
States. Attorney for New Mexico, He 
had been superior judge of this county 
since 187. He had never shown par- 
tiality to Attorney Cassin. He denied 
that he ever told P. Hartmann that he 
was unfortunate in mot having Cassin 
for hie attorney. He said that he had 
fined onty Dakan for the fight in his 
courtroom with Cassin because he did 
not see the first fart of the fight and 
did not see Casein assault Dakan. 

He admitted that he received a peftt- 
tion to give the lightest sentence possi- 
ble to one Nathan Smith, convicted of 
assault with a deadly weapon and did 
Comment in court om the petition and 
gave a light sentence as requested but 
he intended te do so before knowing of 
the petition. 

Referring to Charge No. 5, which 
says he struck the papers from tiie files 
in the Young ve. Moore case because he

THE CAR DISAPPEARED. 

In the recent fallroad accMent on

the train standing still disappeared 
and for hours the efforts of the rafl- 
road men to find it were unavailing.

From that time until day- 
light the railroad te ph operators 
along the line from scene of the 
wreck to Portiand made the wires 
hot In their efforts, to trace the miss- 
ing car, as it w thought that it 
might have got uncoupled - and 
jumped from the train, or had been 
left at some station. 

The mystery of the lost car was 
solved at dawn, when the car was 
found driven completely into a car 
of the Peunsylvania Raliroad. The 
cars had been telescoped in such a 
way that by lantern light they looked 
like one whole car, and had thus es- 
caped notice. 

The telescoping of these cars was 
regarded as remarkable, inasmuch as 
they were in the train standing still.

This ts the third Governor in the Mex- 
loan Union to take up interestedly this 
humanitarian work, starféd in this 
capital one year ago. It was a woman, 


The work in this country is due 
to the gentle thought and loving im- 
pulse of an American woman, Mrs. 


H. C. Reynolds, who was immediately 
seconded by another noble American, 
Madam Minnie Meddern Fiske, the 
celebrated actress. In this city Miss 
Kathleen Clayton, daughter of the 
American Ambassador, personally can- 
vassed the city, securing nearly $2000 
for the fountain fund of the society, 
and Mrs. Diez, the first lady of the 
land, is 4 member of this humanitarian 
association. The Governor of San 
Potosi and Puebla have also be- 
come interested in this line of work 
through the happy inspiration of 
ladies; the work in the former state 
being due to the initiative of an Amer- 
ican lady, Mrs. Mary E. Lyle, and at 
the latter place a Mexican teacher, 
Miss Rosa Mena, has commenced the 
agitation for more reasonable treat- 
‘ment of the dumb animals.

The extensive properties of La Dicha

copper ore, averaging 10 per cent. cop- 
per, and over 10,000 tons of black sul- 
phides, running over 50 per cent. cop- 
per, The dumps are loaded with both 
classes of ore. The company is oper- 
ating two sixty horse power hoists 
ysing cages and two twenty horse 
power hoists used in sinking four 
shafts; also six eighty horse power 
‘bollera and two six drill air compres- 
sors. A 200-ton smelting plant has 
arrived at the port of Acapulco, to 
make blister copper for exportation, 
and it is expected it will be erected in 
about four months. The survey has 
just been completed for a railroad 
from Marquez Bay, twelve miles south 
of Aecapuico, to the mines, a distance 
of 138 kilomters, and when that con- 
nection is the company will 
erect a 1000-ton smelting plant at tide 
level to handle ores more economical- 
ly. The railroad to the mines will be 
operated by electric power, the first 
such in the country. Hitherto the ma-
